Professor 8tephons, noteworthy for what zood
e has in former days essayed to do the iusgitu-
tion, was in the habit of taking his puplls into
all the Schuylkill factories, nud often taughe
ihem botauy on the way to an fron-foundry.
The practical system was enconraged and stimu-
lated by President Allen, a well-known and able
educator, quite In ldentity with any success the
college has achleved as at least o well-ordered
justitution, and it is possible that he still gives
it an earnest and intelligent countenance, We
finve no noton that the work-asday plan con he
roudily divided up with schooling, It is best
ihint what may be ealled the Inbor ¢ ulture should
b :.pplli d only to the advaneed :jllrl somewhint
developed pupils who have o particulas interest
in !Illllt'l:~li\!|-|.:ll'_“ o Httle of thie world's waork-
shop before they go to bear n hand in . A
Girnrd boy enters the world at from fourteen to
gixtecn or seventeen: and hence whatéver work
15 pught his young arms had better come to-
wirds the end of bis collegiate term.

We have at haond an echoof the complaint
munde by a few of the Philludelphin journals that
the college lins been badly mismanaged of late.
Of this we are far from belng 8o sure as we are
thut the present head of the Institution enjoys
the wide respect and estecm of its graduates and
friends, The college has had two parties of
foes,  First, were the so-called natural helrs of
Stephen Girard, o dangerous erew in all proba-
bility, who cared little for the shrewd, kind old
money-maker when he was poor, and who were
hundsomely cut off by him with S10,000 aplece.
Second, were Girard’s other bad helrs, o elusz of
politicians into whose hands public bequests are
apt to fall in the accidents of polities, and who
are supposed to be pillering the estate of the
college’s founder, The institution, ns 18 preuy
well known, s controlled by the city govern-
ment, in necordanee with lll’u\"i.-lh'll:!.bi of the bane-
yolent Frenchman's will.

We ought to say that the Philudelphia manage-
ment is eandidly pure compired towhat It would
bie if our own aldernen had thelr hunds npon its
purag-strings. Nor are we certain  that the
churges made ngalnst the direetion of the Girard
funds are in any way so plausible as those which
might have been made yoars ago, when the “"."'
mocratic party managed that great trust in their
own blind, bad way.  We have heard that o dou-
ble saving has Lbeen effected for the revenues of
the institution wader their presenthandling; and,
though weo concelve It to be o great shame that
an institution of the imporfance and saerpdness
of Girard College should be ut the merey of poli-
tics, still, matters might be worsefthnn  they are
now. The college is in charge of the worthiest
President it ever hndl,  This s especially why we
are surprised at the attacks just made upon its
domestic management.

Judge Allison, the other day, charged his
grand jury that it was their llm_\', to im:m:.i_g:u.‘-
rigidly the conduct of the public institutions;
and we heartily trust that they will be less lazy
and stupld than some grand juries within easy
memory. But the testimony which the Judge
repents that delinquent Girard boys are kept in
“'filthy dens," which one Mr, Horne snys are not
fit for dogs, and are otherwige deprived of com-
forts the absence of which is nightmare and de-
spuir to the heart of shivering small boys strikes
us 18 a shade sensational. Indeed, this testimony
at best, if altogether true, belongs to o period
three yeors back, when Democrats were the mal-
administrators of Girard's bounty. Tt Is unfair,
then, if not o little unscrupulous, in the Philn-
delphin Judge to quots it as a fact in any exist-
ing circumstances. There has never been any
reason to suppose that jthe college, upon the
whole lLumanely and well-meaningly i =ome-
times blunderingly managed, bas had even o re-
mote resemblanee to the Dotheboys Hall -
mortalized by Dickens.

The charncter of 1ts graduntes 18 in the niain
about as good as that of almost any alumni of
the large popular schiools. Among them are

Itis ub
least quite certain that Grant's decadence in one
sense 18 clear; he is not what the people fondly
thought hlin; he does not realize the genorous
nutional expectation of his career, aund hence
he Lins fallen from that height which popular
estimation had accorded as justly his, But is it
not possible that the people in thelr enthusiasm
plueed him ot o point that no man would seem

w it when looked ot in eooler moments ?
Did we not expect too much of Lim? Did
we not in one humor expeet him to do
things that in  another luwmor and  with
our jealousy of  one-man  power  we  even
would permit no man to do? 1t s an old fault
of the world thoat It expewerntes its heroes,

and then contemns them that they do not come
up to the false mensure. Here for ages has the
world been standing with folded hands before
the grand coneeption of Muarius sitting on the
riilng of Carthage. Patriots and soldiers haye
necepted It on canvas and mused 1t in verse
with peculisr melancholy,  Well, Marius never
gat there nt all.
